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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/25/10 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 10, 15-19 and 31-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose a digital pre-equalizer filter coupled before 
a DAC, and configured to filter received independent digital signals, wherein the digital 
pre-equalizer filter comprises a first digital filter and a second digital filter both 
configured to apply complex coefficients the each of the received independent digital 
signals and adjust a combined response of the digital pre-equalizer filter and an analog 
channel filter to a desired center frequency of operation to provide asymmetric 
equalization of the received independent digital signals.
